THE MAIL CONTRACT, 

‘ - (Bnglishman.) , oe 
There is some inconsistency in the differ- 
ent telegrams we havo received. regarding 
the termg of the notification calling for 
tenders for the Mail Service. between 
England and the East, Ono telegram tells 
us that the Southampton and Calcutta 

rices will'he abolished altogether. An- 

ther states that the Mail ‘Services to the 
Eaat will remain tinchangéd, but thattendors 
may ba for weekly services from. Brindisi 
fo Alexandria and Suez to Bombay ‘and a 
fortnightly service from Suez to Shanghai, 
orfor any separate portion of these services. 


.| The ambiguity refers to the question of the 


continuance’: or “discontinuance of . the 
Southampton and Calottta service. ‘Regard. 
ing the liberty given to tender separate- 
ly for‘any distinct portion of the Brindisi 
service, there would seem to be no doubt. 
This is an arrangement which should tend 
eatly ‘to incresse competition.’ The 
vastness of tha service to be performed, abd 
the consequent ‘difficulty of forming 
efficient fleet for. the prpore oy ime, 
would have proved a great obstacle had. it 
been determined to acogpe sey tenders for 
the whole of the.lines worlied by the P. und 
©. Company, We doubt whether, without 
extensive changes’and additions, any cozh* 
pany in existence could undertake to work 
all theseliies together. Onthe other hand, 
there-are several gompanies that would find 
no difficulty in wytking even. at ahort notice 
one or other‘of the threo lines mentioned, 

Wo have little doubt, however that, éateris 
paribus, the Hoi mnmont will prefer’ 
tenders for the entire servios to tonders-for 
separate lines, and this olroumstance will 
of course operate in favour of the present 
contractors. 

On the point of speed upon which so 
much depends, Reuter ia silent, and the 
Bombay Gazette's «special correspondent is 
unintelligible. To talk of a maximum. 
spood of twelve or any number of miles-is 
Tt'may be that the minimum 
spood haa been fixed at twelvo miles, 
tondorers being left at. liberty “to, offer for 
a higher rate, and*thot-it-is intended ‘to 
accept the tender which offers tho" highest. 
xate for the sum to which the subsidy: may 
be limited. Or it may be that tho Govern-: 
ment has announced twelve miles, ag 
the speed. required, ond “that it will 
give no credit or. preforoncd for a higher 
rate of speed beyond twelve miles.. This 
would ‘indicate a foregone conclusion in 
favor of the P. and 0., many of whose 
steamers can easily do twelve miles an 
hour, while the remainder could nearly. all 
be altered sons to do that rate, in a com- 
paratively short time. Twelve miles is, 
no doubt, a fair average speed forthe two 
seas; and, though if higher rate can be 
obtained with equal safety and comfort, 
there ought to be no reason why tha Anglo- 
Indian public should not got it, it would 
hardly bo worth while sacrificing either of 
these conditions for it. Ajmoderate speed 
with roominess, good ventilation and 
general comfort, is more to be desired than 
great speed with serious doficienciés in any | 
of these particulars. : .
